Union Wins Pay Boost 


For Sheet-Tin Workers | 


Pittsburgh, Pa — Officials of 
Amalgamated ssociation of Iron, 
Steel and Tin Workers were jubilant 
over their success in winning from | 
the Western Sheet and Tin Plate 
Manufacturers Association new con- 
tracts carrying higher wage scales 
and important concessions to union 
labor. The conferences lasted four 
days, and an immediate advance o/ 
3% per cent in wages was an- 
nounced. 

The scale was 
$2.50 base price of sheet to $2.15, 
the base upon which wages were 
figured in 1932-33. Wages, thus, fo: 
the next year, will be computed on 
the basis of sheet selling at $2.15. 

Under the new agreement, for 
every 5-cent advance from the $215 
base price, workers will receive 1% 
per cent in wages. Sheet is now sell- 
ing at $2.65, which automatically 
brings union members an increase 
in wages. 

Michael F. Tighe, president of the 
amalgamated association, was pleased 
with the results of the conferences. 
“We have been fighting for this for 
two years,” he said. ‘Fortunately 
sheet had to go to $2.25 before we 
could get an increase in wages.” 

The wages are determined each 60 
days on the basis of the price of 
sheet. The 3% per cent increase 
just won will be effective for the 
next 60 days. Contractural working 
conditions, it was learned, are essen- 
tially the same as last year.

Back of the recent general strike in San Francisco exists | 
the main underlying cause of it all, namely defiance of the. 
law by big corporations and their managers. 


Who were these corporate dictators who set themselves | 
above the law and what was the law they were defying? 

Shipping interests and the agencies they had established | 
for the express purpose of preventing their longshoremen| 
from organizing and wrecking their unions, if they at-| 
tempted to organize, were the first violators of the law. |

employers must bargain collectively with representatives of 
such organized workers own choosing and all employers 
must cease requiring it as a condition of employment that | 
their employes join a company union as a condition either | 
of getting or retaining employment. | 

When the recovery act was passed the shipowners had) 
in operation an elaborate and well-established system of | 
committing all the above acts against organized labor. When | 
the labor sections of that law made these acts unlawful the, 
shipowners continued to do as they had done before. In-. 
censed by the disregard of law practiced openly by the. 
agents of the shipowners against the right of their employers 
to organize, the longshoremen, almost to a man, joined the! 
longshoremen’s union and took a-determined stand for the 
observance of the law, so far as their right to organize and 
bargain collectively, was concerned, and also insisted that 
the other provisions of the labor sections of the recovery 
act be obeyed by the shipowners. 


But the shipowners defied the law. Instead of letting 
the longshoremen run their own hiring halls as they do suc- 
cessfully on the Atlantic coast and as they formerly did on 
the Pacific coast, before the company controlled hiring halls. 
were organized for the purpose of undermining and dis-| 
rupting the waterfront unions, they insisted on continuing, 
to run them. To do this successfully they had to run open 
shops so that union men could be weeded out and discrim-| 


inated against as fast as they could be replaced by non-| 
union men. | 

The fact that the law now prohibits them from so dis- 
criminating against workmen, who join a union, apparently 
made no difference to these ship owners. They assumed the, 
attitude that they were above the law and proceeded to dis- | 
regard it with impunity. Complaint was made to regional 
boards of the NRA with the result that a pretense was made 
to observe the law but on the whole the same methods, 
formerly used against the right of the men to organize, were | 
continued. 

Then came strike vote, which carried almost unanimous- 
ly. The president asked it be held up till his mediators tried | 
to settle it. But the ship owners were just as determined 
on continuing to defy the labor provisions of the recovery 
act as the union longshoremen were on having them en- 
forced. Both sides were willing to arbitrate all other differ- 
ences but the strikers would not arbitrate their right to 
organize and bargain collectively under the law, nor would 
the shipowners arbitrate their assumed right to disregard 
such provisions of the recovery act as prevented them from 
discriminating against union men on the waterfront. The_ 
basis proposed to preserve the rights of the union men,| 
under the law, was a union shop agreement and the hiring 
halls to be run by the union. The basis insisted on by the, 
shipowners as their means for continuing to violate the law| 
and evade its provisions was that they be permitted to con-| 
tinue running open shop and continue running their union-| 
wrecking hiring halls. 


Many other side-issues and minor demands on both sides | 
entered but the above constituted the foundation of the! 
entire controversy and was responsible for-bringing on the! 
general strike. Hence it was the bull-headed determination | 
of the shipowners and the anti-union interests back of them 
to set themselves above the law, which was primarily  re- 
sponsible for everything else that happened. 

Finally, after the general strike had been called off, at 
the request of government mediators, the waterfront em- 
ployers also heeded their request and agreed to submit all 
poirts in dispute to arbitration. This proposal to arbitrate 
everything was submitted immediately to all the longshore- 
men local unions involved in the strike with the result that 
it was accepted by a vote of the entire membership.

Federal Judge Aids — 
Big | Wage Chiseler 


Baltimore Jurist Continues Injunction 
to Prevent Government From Re- 
moving Blue Eagle From Greif 
Company, Clothing Manufac- 
turers, for Underpaying Em- 
ployes Thousands of 
Dollars 


Balitmore, Md. — Federal Judge 
William C. Coleman threw the 
mantle of judicial protection around 
the firm of L. Greif & Bro., Inc., sec- 
ond largest clothing manufacturer in 
the United States, charged by the 
national recovery administration 
with chiseling code wages to the 
tune of thousands of dollars, by con- 
tinuing until September the injunc- 
tion barring the NRA from remoy- 
ing the blue eagle from the concern 
unless it made restitution of the 
back wages in full. 

The charge against the Greif con- 
cern was made by the men’s clothing 
code authority. The action for the 
removal of the blue eagle was 
brought by the national compliance 
board of the NRA, which said that 
the wage restitutions demanded 
would run to about $100,000. 

The concern has 10 
fices, with plants in Pennsylvania 
and Virginia, as well as Baltimore, 
and employs 4,000 workers, 

Section 11-B of the code, allegedly 


violated, states that “the existing 
amounts by which wages in the 


higher paid Classes, up to classes of 
employes receiving $30 per week, ex- 
ceed wages in the lowest paid sub- 
stantial classes shall be maintained.” 

From November 27, 1933, to Feb- 
ruary 17, 1934, the Greif company, 
the code authority charges, paid 
these employes $35,785.94 less than 
required under the quoted clause. 

“No precise figures have been an- 
nounced of the total short-wage pay- 
ments to date,” the NRA stated, “but 
it is said it may run to $100,000 jj 
the November to February ratio was 
maintained.”
